JAMES  SHARPLESS 

Born  in  England  in  1751  ;  died  in  New  York  Feb.  26,  1 81 1.  Pastel 
painter.  Visited  all  the  prominent  towns  in  America,  where  he  made 
pastel  portraits  of  many  of  our  Revolutionary  patriots.  About  150 
are  preserved  in  Independence  Hall.    He  studied  under  Geo.  Romney-

This  is  a  very  fine  example  of  Sliai  pless  best  work.  It 
xvas  consigned  to  me  by  an  old  Philadelphia  family,  to  whom 
it  was  presented  as  a  portrait  of  General  Hamilton,  and  the 
letter  of  presentation  accompanies  it.     We  quote  a  passage : — 

"  I  now  present  it  to  my  nephew,  Horace  Binney  Wallace.  It  is 
at  once  the  handsomest  &  best  likeness  of  General  Hamilton  I  ever 
saw.    Susan  V.  Bradford,  Burlington,  Aug.  24,  1843." 

We  do  not,  however,  agree  with  the  denvr  as  to  its  biing 
the  pot  trait  of  Hamilton,  ft  does  not  in  the  least  resemble 
any  portrait  of  General  Hamilton  with  tvhicJt  we  are  familiar, 
so  we  think  Miss  Bradford  zvas  mistaken  in  her  identity.  It 
resembles  more  the  portrait  of  General  Chailes  Co/envoi  th 
Pinckney.  However,  it  is  seldom  a  Sharpless  portrait  is 
offered  for  sale,  and  this  is  an  unusually  fine  example. 

THOMAS  SULLY 

Born  at  Lincolnshire,  England,  June  8,  1783  ;  died  in  Philadelphia 
Nov.  5,  1872.  Studied  under  Gilbert  Stuart.  Painted  the  portraits  of 
many  prominent  citizens  of  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere.  Excelled 
in  painting  females.

Died  in  Rome  Nov.  5, 
1807.  Celebrated  history  and  portrait  painter.  Member  of  the  Royal 
Academy.  Noted  for  her  beautiful  rendition  of  historical  and  mytho- 
logical subjects.

Specimens  of  her  art  are  seldom 
offered  for  sale.
